DR SUN FO 
ON CHINA’S 
FIGHT | 


A fine tribute to the magnificent 
morale of the Chinese .soldicr was 
pald yesterday afternoon by Mr Sun 
Fo, President of the Legislative Yuan 
In Chungking, when he addressed the 
Hongkong Chinese General Chamber 
of Commerce. There were about 150 
people present. 

Mr Sun Fo said China had need 
fo be thankful to the friendly, Powers 
for their sympathetic help. He sald 
the Chinese people should be made 
lo realise that It was most essential 
fur any nation embarked upon a war 
of such importance to possess 2 
capable tender, Great Britain and 
the Empire had .such'a leader Jn Mr 
Winston Churchill, Russin had such 
a leader in M, Joseph Stalin and the 
United States. had) another great 
leader In Mr Roosevelt. China too 
possessed an outslunding leader and 
they were fortunate In having at 


thelr hend at such a cruclal moment |" 


in the countty’s history Generalissimo 
Chinn Kai-shek (applause).: 

"We have been saying and hearing 
the common phrase ‘the longer China 
fights the stronger she will become,’ 
This scems to be a self-comforting 
thought," continued Mr Sun Fo, “but 
it is n real {nct judging from the 
{Increase In manpower and . arma- 
ments, the latter chiefly produced in 
China-and-partly-recelved-from_the. 
friendly powers of Russian and the 
United States.” (Applause), .' 

Tremendous Sacrifice 

“In exchange for armaments from 
Russia, China exports to the U.SS.R. 
a tremcndous quantity of tea, Quite 
recently political circles in Chung- 
king) made the suggestion that the 
Chinese people should. abstain from 
drinkingg tea sp that our exports to 
Russia would grow and at the same 
time our Imports of armaments would 
naturally grow in proportion. There 
are many in China to-day quite will- 
Ing to make this tremendous sacrifice 
In exchange for the essential war 
materinis We need.” 2 

Mr Sun Fo sald that !t was and 
still Is n mystery to their friends in 
Chinn and oversens how China can 
sustuln herself tn the present war 
for such a long time despite the 
formidable array of her enemy. The 
best unswer was undoubtedly the 
marnificent morale of. the Chinese 
soldier, who sas determined to make 
the supreme suerifice despite tre- 
mendous odds so that China could 
win through to ultimate victory and 
a lasting peace. 

Commenting upon peace feelers, 
Mr Sun Fo sald that it would be to 
China's disadvantage to necept any 
peace proposals by -her Axis enemics. 
Mr Sun Fo. quoted as cxamples 
Czecho-Slovakia, Norway, and the 
Netherlands. In conclusion Mr Sun 
Fo said that the emblem “V" = for 
victory would also bé adopted b 
China, who would stand by thelr 
Lallics In the present conflct in order 
to secure'an everlasting peace.

Photographs oshowed widespread 
destruction “wherever Britain's new 
heavy bombs fell and they would go 
on falling more and morc, hight after 
night until the German pcople, shaot- 
tered ond disillusioned, saw for ou 
second time that war was not worth 
while, Such was Britaln’s plan and 
there was big progress jn the .ad- 
vance towards that achievement. 

: Shipping Sunk 

Sinclair said the R.A.P, were in- 
flicting on the Germans ond 
ItoHians greater shipping ‘losses than 
they were inflicting on Britain. 
“They are getting a double dose of 
the medicine which Hitler prescribed 
for us; In July we damaged or des- 
troyed 91 Axis ships In the North 
Sea, Adriatic and ~ Mediterranean 
nmounting te 468,000. tons and 
62 ships in addition .of unknown 
tonnage. The Coastal Command is 
transferring the Battle of the Atlon- 
tle from a German attack on British 
shipping {nto a British ottack on 
German shipping and victory jn this 
battle will be the turning point to- 
wards victory in the war, . 

“The Atlantic battle would require 
probably for some time to come’an 
{mmense concentration, of attention 
and. effort to frustrate German 
attacks. : 

“That it is not going too badly, for 
us however, Is shown by the fact 
firstly that the sinkings of British 
ships in July were the lowest In any 
months for more than o ycar and 
secondly, during the Inst ten weeks 
the average woekly rate of merchan~ 
dise {Imported from overseas excecd- 
ed 850,000 tons,” - 

Night Bomber Attacks: 

Referring to German nlght-bomber 
ftiacks over Britain, Sinclair said 
their casualties when they broke off 
the bombing to attack Russia were 
on some nights over ten per cent.
